There are many things about 
the Little Red Schoolhouse, whose 
passing we may regret, but they 
are not its health and sanitation 
factors, LaRue Miller, Environ- 
mental Engineer of the Michigan 
Department of Health, said today 
in reviewing the modernization of 
Michigan’s rural schools during 
the past generation. 

He cited the dipper and open 
pail of drinking water, the pro- 
hibitively cold water in the grey- 
ing wash basin, the toothless comb 
and roller towel which every one 
used, the smell of lunch boxes in 
the-cloak room, and warm milk 
brotight in an open pail from a 
earby farm, 

There were the pot-beliied stove 
around which all eight grades of 
sniffling children huddled and 
dried their clothes on a mid-winter 
morning—which seared one side 
of the room while the other was 
frost-bitten; the high small win- 
downs covered with potted plants 
or silhoucttes, and the nailed-in 
rattling sashes which let snow ebb 
through on blizzard days. 

He spoke of the smoking wall’ 
lamps, the. shining pictures of 
“George and Martha” on either 
side of the blackboard, the pun- 
gent smell of chalk dust as it came 
up from the erasers; the dark, 
rough oily floors (with proper im- 
petus you could slide the full 
length of the aisle); and the mald- 
ering dirt-filled attic from which 
Santa Claus and an occasional 
wasp came. 

There were dark-finished double 
desks on which generations had 
earved their initials, and a dunce 
stool stood in a dark drafty corner.
